class or classes and check marks these classes 
on the original copy of the assignment. The 
carbon must be stamped by the last checking 
clerk. 

The student retains the stamped carbon copy

The INSTRUCTOR shall 
initial his subject and when all subjects have 
been initialed, (this should be within one 
Week), the initialed card must be returned by 
the student to his DEAN. Student should 
make copy for his own use.

475 WERE AT SUMMER SCHOOL 



Dr. Henry Jackson Waters returned 
yesterday afternoon over the Rock 
island from Seattle where he landed 
Sunday, after spending the spring 
and summer studying agriculture in 
the Philippines, China and Japan. Dr. 
Waters and family sailed on the ship 
"Minnesota" from Yokohonta, Japan, 
on September 1 and landed at Seattle 
on Sunday, September 13. Mrs. Wat- 
(TS and son Jack did not come di- 
rectly home hut will visit a tew days 
in Columbia, Missouri. 

Dr. Waters left Manila the first 
week in August just at the time of 
the breaking out of the European 
war. Great difficulty was experienc- 
ed In getting foreign money to pay 
tillls as the foreign money exchange 
was closed. All German, British and 
Japanese steam ships were being re- 
served for the use of the government, 
and it was almost impossible to get 
passage. F"rom Manila Dr. Waters and 
family sailed to China where some 
time was spent in studying the ag- 
riculture of southern China, Dr. Wat- 
era aaya that the Chinese were more 
excited over the war than the people 
of any of the other countries which 
he tonched, not that they expected to 
take any part lint that war doesn't 
sound good to them. Hundreds were 
carrying their little bundle of belong- 
ings and tramping Inland to the vil- 
lager, where they would be safe. 
From China Dr. Waters went to

Waters ard family teok passage for 
Seattle, set sail from Vokohoma. Jap- 
an, on September 1st, For a day and 
a half the chip dodtred a British 
cruiser because of German army oi- 
ficers who were on board. The 
"Minnesota"' arrived safely In Seattle 
on September 13. 

Dr. Waters state* that in every 
country he visited he came in touch 
with K. S. A. C. people, all of whom 
were loyal to the College. They 
teemed to he particularly Interested 
In the alumni rsgister which had not 
yet reached them, 

"I am very, very glad to get hack, 
said Dr. Waters yesterday afternoon, 
'and am particularly pleased with 
the enrollment and the appearance of 
things. I have seen many Interesting 
people and countries but am glad to 
get back to Kansas and take up my 
work at K. S A. C."

The Following Address on Ihe AgrL 
in It a ml Possibilities in Philippines 
Wax Delivered at Manila. 
If the farms or the Philippines 
were as efficiently managed as arc 
the farms of Japan the seven mil- 
lion acres now In cultivation In the 
Philippines would produce food 
enough to support forty million peo- 
ple instead of eight million. 

On the whole the agricultural re- 
sources of the Philippines are nearly 
tin favorable as arc those of Japan, 
yet the Japanese rarmer produces 
more than two billion pesos worth or 
iii-'ricuitural products on fourteen mil- 
lion acres of land while the Filipino 
farmer produces only two hundred 
million pesos worth of products, on 
feven million acres. In other worda 
the farmer of Jnpan Is five-fold more 
(■fftelcnt In producing wealth from the 
soil than Is ihe Filipino farmer. 

If you harvested as much sugar to 
the acre as tho planters of Java do 
Ihe Philippine Island s with thetr 
1'resent cane acreage would be the 
lending cine sugar producing conn- 
iry In tho world. Culm alone except- 
ed. 

If the rice grower of tho Islands 
ootolncd as high acre yields as do 
Hie rice farmern of Japan Insteud of 
buying front India and Jnoan one 
fourth or all the rice consumed here, 
the Philippine lalands would be the 
third largest rice exporting country 
In the world. Also It your corn yields 
were up to those of Japan or the Unt- 
ied States the Philippine l<dandH 
would lie tho fourth largest corn ex- 
]>ortlng country in the world. 

These are among the p;tsslbl titles of 
the Philippines, even with less than 
half your agricultural land In culti- 
vation. When nil your land Is de- 
veloped and utilized to the limit of lln 
producing ,imwor enough food and 
nealth will i»- produced to support 
tn mm fort forty million people or 
.-iliout two-thirds the nreseiit popula- 
tion of Germany. 

It Is oaav to point out defects in 
a system of agriculture, but It ts dif- 
ficult Indeed to propose a fnastbl" 
remedy. It ts too much to hope thnt 
the conditions here will be speedily 
remedied. Rural people In any coun- 
try are conservative and adopt new 
practices slowly. 

It la a work In which every cltlxen 
I'iuat have a part. Obviously it will 
add much to tho effectiveness of tho 
campaign lr a general poHcy Is adopt- 
ed and all work to the same end, In- 
itead of each trying to promote de- 
velopment along tho lines In which 
he happens to be Interested. The 
greatest hope lies In the development 
"long the lines of staple crops nnd 
the classes of live stock thst are well 
adapted to the Islands. 

The Philippines must for all future 
time m which we have any Interest 
be essentially a rice, corn, sugar. 
co urn. hemp, tobacco, carahno, cattle, 
poultry, pig, and , wny „ roduc)ng 
country. Development alonig these 
lines Is safe and sure and there Is 
abundant room for Improvement In 
each Minor Industries, such as cof- 
fee, oncuu. rubber In certain realons, 
elr\, should haw encouragement, hut 
the emphasis everywhere at all times 
ihOttU be the principal industries

gor. Crossing the Philippine pony

IMPORTANT CHANGES IN RILES 

Forward Pass Is Affected Host hy 
New Knles— Free Kirk Hitting; Goal 
Post Becomes Touehbnck. 
The 19M rule book has the follow- 
ing to say of the alterations In the 
h iot kill rules for tile coming season: 
The lsst privilege of the head coach 
haa been removed and In 1914 no one 
will be allowed to walk up and down 
the side lines. 

Those who witnessed one of the 
principal games of 1913 will romem- 
Ut the safety made by a player 
caused by hie failure to diagnose be- 
tween an ordinary punt In the field 
of play, and a free kick hitting the 
goal post. In order to have no com- 
plication of this kind arise again, the 
rules have been altered so that a free 
kick hitting the goal post and bound- 
ing back Into the field, of play becomes 
automatically a touchback, just as 
though It was an ordinary punt. 

The field Judge Is to be brought 
iiack (optional) to act aa assistant 
to tbe referee and linesman in the 
big i;ttmi"j This was voted by the 
rules committee, although on account 
of the I'MH'iitie in small games, the 
addition of this i if fleln I Is left option- 
al. 

The words, "running Into fullliaek 
nfter a kick" have been changed to 
"roughing the kicker," etc. In erner 
li'fit a mun coming through and try- 
ing to block the kick will not neoea- 
sarily Incur a pennlty if he happens 
to run against the kicker. 

A rule la also added putting a pen- 
alty on the man who roughs a man 
who has just made a forward pass, 

A forward pass that goes out of 
hounds either on a fly or direct or 
niter being; touched by an eligible 
player of either side, goes to the op- 
ponents. 

It hss also been determined that 
the receiver of a forward pass in the 
■•nd zone, regardless of the position 
Of bis bands and the ball, must have 
both feet within tiie end line or side 
lino to make the catch lepal. 

Ono of the most Important changes 
Ih the elimination of the klckout. Af- 
ter a toehbnek or safety, the kill 
must always be scrimmaged on the 
30-yard line. 
Another Important alteration Ih di 
,i ii ill to prevent a man taking nd van- 
tage of the rulea when he Finds him- 
inlf attempting to make a forward 
pnas anl forced back. Tho trick was 
cleverly worked last vear of throwing 
the ball to the ground and thus, by 
the loan of a down, having the Iwll 
go back to the place where it was 
Mcrliumaged Tills Is now prevented 
by a ten-yard penalty, measured from 
where the ttali was put in play 
ngalnst any mnn thus Intentionally 
grounding a forward pass. 

In MM of a player out of bounds 
when the ball was put in piny, the 
ptay Is not mode over agsln, but a 
er team is lined up on offensive, any 
ibirt must lie made without a plnyer 
missing Into this neutral Mine under 
n penalty of five yards. 

A clause Is inserted to Inculde 
"tripping by hand" under the rule 
Teams will no longer lie allowed to 
encroach upon the n-itral uone in 
making shift plays. As soon as elth- 
five-yard penalty Is Imposed. 

"Hiding" on the itldellnes is classed 
under unsportmanllke conduct. 
,.t tripping which formerly covered 
revered tripping with the foot or leg 
only."

Recommendation* for the future ag- 
ricultural end educational develop- 
ment of the Philippine Islands are 
contained In the report of Dr. Henry 
Jackson Waters, president of the Kan- 
sas Agricultural College, which gives 
ibe result of Doctor Waters' recent 
lour of Investigation. The report has 
lcen mailed to Henderson Martin, 
vice-governor of the Philippines, who 
has direct oversight of the education- 
al work in the Islands. 

Being an official document. Doctor 
Waters' report baa not yet been tirade 
public. It contains al»out 2S.OW 
words of fact and clear-cut recom- 
mendation. Methods for emphasizing 
prontable types of agriculture In the 
Philippine Islands and for bringing 
fall knowledge of them lo the people 
are advocated. Cntty nl effort hi 
stressed throughout. 

-I have viewed the conditions in 
the Philippine islands." said Doctor 
Waters, ■with the most thorough sym- 
pathy. Such criticisms as I have 
„iadc in my renort are all. 1 believe 
constructive criticisms." 

The crrrying out of a large pro)ior- 
tlon it Doctor Waters' reemmenda- 
lions wll Irest with the Philippine 
legislature.

"No attempt was made for a big 
yield," anya Ralph Kinney, assistant 
In farm crops, "and the grass was 
riven Jest ordinary care The yield 
«[ seed averaged 040 pounds to the 
aero, and Sudan grass Is quoted on 
the markets thin fall at II a pound. 
Last year Sudan grass seed sold for 
f-'i a pou nd. 

"As a forage crop the Sudan grass 
at the college yielded from five to six 
tons of field cured hay. This makes 
excellent feed, superior to kallr or 
MirKhums, because it Is easier to 
bundle ind cures more rapidly. 

"Sudan ttrass fills the lon»j felt need 
of the rnrnter in the scml-arld regions 
for an annual bay crop. Any condi- 
tions under which sorghums will ma- 
ture will give satisfactory results ror 
h ii dan grass Though Hurtan gratis Is 
n .lrntiKbt resistant plant, it will prove 
t(|itnlly valuable ror the humid re- 
clons, though their need Is not so 
ur»at ror they have a great variety 
or grasses and other forage crops 
from which to clioose. 

"Kansas Is well situated for probtc- 
!ng marketable Sudan seed because 
Johnson rrass is seldom encountered. 
r'eed that Is grown In Texas nnd 01:- 
lithoma la often adulterated with 
lobnson grass and for that reason 
It is advisable for the farmers of the 
stoto to buy home nrown seed or seel 
Irom reliable dealers that Is guaran- 
tied to be pure. 

■'Because of the hltih price of the 
Had, it does not pay to grow Sudan 
grass Tcr a forntte erop, but with In a 
fi w years the seed will probably sell 
fur to cents a pound and Sudan gras'i 
\ III become a valuable forage crop. 

"Sudan grass will grow on many 
different types or soil and will yield 
proportionately to kallr on the same 
Hind of land It Is planted at the 
tame time as kaflr In the spring, or 
occasionally a week earlier. It ma- 
tures early, generally requiring from 
"0 to IdO days. If the crop Is raised 
far seed, It Is often possible to cut 
a bay crop aRer the peed Is gathere.'.
